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[Abstract:] Says it is impossible to have the Arm y marksmanship Medals by the Ist July.

Sir 


After a careful reading of the Directors letter of the 23rd inst. I find to comply with the 
instructions therein, it will be necessary to engrave twelve obverse and three reverse dies for the 
medals, and five dies for the riders. Three of the designs for obverse of the medals require 
original models. I therefore think it well to state that it will be utterly impossible to execute this 
amount of engraving in anything like the time specified viz July Ist, 1889. To roughly estimate 
this work it would take twelve months to prepare these dies if I had no other work in hand, which 
is certainly not the case, as besides the regular coinage dies I am engaged upon the dies for the 
Presidential medal and will also have to prepare the dies for the Indian Peace medal, all of which 
will keep us fully occupied for some months. 


I can start the work and will do all I can to complete it as early as practicable. 


If any one of these medals is required before the others it would be well to let me know at 
once as I can then prepare that one first.
